With the unemployment rate for 
Black youth reaching record highs 
and prices skyrocketing, more 
attention has been focused on the 
military as a way to escape the crisis. 

Popular legend has it that the 
Army, in particular, is bereft or has 
less of the racism that stainspour 
society; that Blacks face equal 
opportunity in the Army and have an 
even chance to compete; that, above 
all, Blacks can obtain marketable 
skills in the Army that can mean a 
job upon re-entering civilian life. 

This line of reasoning has escal- 
ated with the introduction of bills in 
Congress to re-institute the draft. 
The draft, which caused such a furor 
on fueled anti-war, anti-militarist 
opposition during the 1960's, is now 

.being spoken of fondly as the cure 
for chronic unémployment among 
Black youth. 

Thus, it was not surprising that a 
substantial number of House 
members voted for H.R. 4040 (the 
Defense Appropriation Bill) which 
calied for the renewal of registration 
of all young men who turn eighteen 
after December 31, 1980. The bill 
was defeated, but it ‘is quite likely 
that it will reappear again after the 
1960 elections. 

The question then arises: Is the 
draft a solution for the Black unem- 
ployed who can be found on street- 
corners from Harlem to Buttermilk 
Bottom to Hough to Watts? 


Let us look first at the question of 
equal opportunity. Blacks account 
for 26.4% of the Army, a number 
above our proportion in the popula- 
tion as a whole. Yet, we account for 
51% of the Army's prison popula- 
tion. Blacks also receive the greater 
percentage of bad conduct dis- 
charges (47.5%) and dishonorable 
discharges. 

Moreover, the question of 
advancement within the military 
should be cause for contern. 
According to the Army Times. Army 
totals showed that 90.3% of ail offic- 
ers were white as compared to 6.4% 
Black and 3.3% other or unknown. 
The figures for warrant officers are 
similar: 90.9% White, 5.9% Black and 
3.2% other or unknown. 

What this pattern reveals is a 
white-led detachment of Black 
troops. Blacks are mostly in combat 


ranks; they are “cannon fodder," “on 
the point,” the first to face a hail of 
bullets. The experience in Vietnam 
gives credence to this notion. 
According to the Pentagon's own 
figures 40% of the casualties in the 
Vietnam War were either Black or 
Hispanic. Who among us is not 
familiar with a family, not to mention 
one’s own, that didn't suffer the loss 
of a loved one during that conflict? 
The anti-war protesters’ cry that this 
was “genocidal” war--"“Black men 
fighting yellow men for the benefit 
of rich White men"--was not without 
merit. 

And with talk in the nation’s press 
everyday about "seizing" the Arabs’ 
oil wells, creating a 110,000 man 
“strike force” to intervene any- 
where, anytime, etc., it can be 
deduced that there are powertul for- 
ces in this country which would like 
to stampede Black youth into the 
Army's combat ranks under the 
guise of being concerned about 
unemployment. 

But, say some, even if the forego- 
ing is true, “what about the skills one 
can gain in the Army.” Well, first of 
all there is the undeniable fact that 
most Blacks are routinely shunted 
into combat ranks. The use of a 
weapon is not too marketable a'skill 
since the Mafia is not an equal 
opportunity employer and tradi- 
tlonally has not suscribed to the 
tenets of affirmative action. 


The fact is that those who think © 


that a skill can be obtained via Army 
service have fallen victim no doubt 
to their sophisticated $10 million 
advertising campaign. For example, 
a survey conducted at Southern Iili- 
nois University by the Veterans 
World Project found: 

“...both skilled and unskilled vete- 
rans encountered severe difficulties 
in locating civilian employment and 
that the supposed employment 
benefits of military training did not 
exist.” 

Moreover, the seasonally 
adjusted unemployment rate among 
Vietnam-era veterans ages 20-34 
has hovered at 9.0% compared to 
8.6% among the comparable non- 
veterans. Fo? young veterans ages 
20-24, the jobless rate was 19.7% 
compared to 11.6% among young 
non-veterans.

When State Legislators completed their 
work on the 1979 portion of the 113th General 
Assembly and went home two weeks ago, they 
left a pile of unfinished business that will have 
to be attended to when they return in January.

Last summer a judge in Ann Arbor, Michi- 
gan ruled that teachers at an elementary 
school serving youngsters from a nearby low- 
income housing project would have to take a 
course in “Black English.”

Which English--Black Or Public? 


The schools have been operated irito 
financial bankruptcy. The State Board of 
Education has severely criticized the 
schools for the low quality of instruction 
and inadequacy of teaching equipment. 

The refusal of the School Board to 
accept sensible and practical programs 
for désegregating the school system, has 
resulted in the piling up of millions of 
dollars in unnecessary legal fees and an 
almost total emasculation of the manage- 
ment team. Most top black schoo! offi- 
cials have either been fired or forced out. 

The constant bickering over teachers’ 
salaries, and resultant strikes, has caused 
hundreds of teachers to leave. There is 
now practically no “esprit de corps” 
among the teaching force. Quitting time 
and pay day are in all too many cases the 
main interest of some teachers. 

Unionism has created conditions in the 
school system whereby itis nigh impossi- 
ble to discipline or dismiss incompetent 

it is the innocent children who must pay 
the price. Whenever the teachers are 


tnree trom each legislative brancn, nas peen 
appointed to come up with a solution to the 
deadlock. The committee deferred all. activi- 
ties until after the holiday season. 

Another proposal, S.B. 247, which was still 
in the Senate Utilities and Energy Committee 
when the lawmakers went home, is among the 
unfinished business that is virtually certain to 
receive considerable attention. ; 

This bill is designed to break a tight monop- 
oly under which the Greyhound'Bus System 
operates in Ohio. Under the an outmolded 
State ‘law which regulates public transporta- 
tion, Greyhound Bus Lines enjoy a monopoly 
on bus service between all cities and towns 
within the state. 

The law, of which the Public Utility Commis- 
sion of Ohio (PUCO) is charged with enforc- 
ing, permits other bus lines to.pick up 
passengers in Chio only if they are traveling to 
another state. Aside from this rigid relation, 
church groups and other organizations are 
forced to use Greyhound lines if they engage a 


higher education, and of the world of work. 
Without skills in standard English black child- 
ren face limited futures. 

Black English became a barrier tolearning 
not because of the children's use of it, but 
because teachers automatically assumed its 
use signified inferior intelligence, inability to 
learn, or other negative connotations. 

Teachers often decide, on the basis of stu- 
dent's speech patterns, that they can't learn. 
As one black psychologist testified at the Ann 
Arbor trial, "too many are branded as stupid, 
just because they are brought up using differ- 
ent words than whites.” 

Soby focusing on the teachers, the judge 
made the right decision. Sensitizing teachers 
to Black English will equip them to communi- 
cate better with pupils who use the language 
in their daily lives. And it should help them to 
make better assessments of their students’ 
ability to read and speak Public English. 

But it's a big leap from that to advocate 
teaching Black English in the schools. That 
would be a big mistake. 

For one thing, if many black children 
already speak the language at home there is 


patience while cautioning the American peo- 
ple against squandering their righteous indig- 
nations through rash acts of violence or with 
thoughts of revenge. 

1 do not think this country has been embar- 
rassed nor that Mr. Carter's response to 
extreme provocation betrays a sign of national 
weakness. On the contrary, during this last 
month both the American people and their 
Government have shown an uncommon 
strength and poise which suggest to me that 
the lessons of Vietnam have been truly 
learned.

Some way must be found 
to-vote on a new Board as soon as possi- 
ble.

And the use of Black English varies widely 
according to region and class. Educators can't 
assume that being black automatically means 
a student knows or uses Black English. 

So Black English's place in the-school is 
best seen as a sensitizing mechanism for 
teachers, aiding them to teach Public English 
to their students. 

Language isn't the only area where many 
teachers need to be sensitized. Just as hearing 
Black English makes many stigmatize its user, 
so too do many teachers display discrimina- 
tory attitudes based on race, dress and class. 

Teaching black, Hispanic, or poor children 
requires that teachers demonstrate respect 
for the child and his heritage. It means over- 
coming white middie class’ behavior and 
speech patterns and accepting the validity of 
other cultures. Such a constructive attitude 
demands a degree of sensitivity lacking in 
many schools today. ; 

The overriding goal has to be to equip black 
school children with the ability to read, write 
and speak Public English, the language they 
will have to knew if they are to enter the main- 


And that Public English mustbe taught ina 
way that does not ignore, denigrate, or eradi- 
cate the rich language traditions of the 
students, ¢ 

Black students then, must be taught lan- 
guage skills which will give them access to the 
full range of economic, political and social ° 
opportunities.

HAPPINESS THROUGH HEALTH 
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Pregnant Women 
Warned About Drinking 


The Treasury Department, which regulates the sale of 
alcoholic beverages, is sponsoring a campaign to warn 
pregnant women who drink that their babies may develop 
birth defects. : 

About 1,500 babies a year are born in the United State: 
with a disorder known as fetal alcohol syndrome that 
combines mental retardation with abnormally shaped 
eyes and other features of the face. No treatment for the 
disorder is known. 

Although the full-blown syndrome occurs only among 
infants born to alcoholic women, experts disagree as to 
whether more subtle damage can occur if the expectant 
mother drinks less heavily or goes on an occasional 
binge. Those who feel that the risk is real believe that it 
probably is greatest during the first three months of preg- 
nancy when the major organs of the baby begin to form. 

The educational campaign is a cooperative effort 
involving Treasury and other federal agencies, private 
groups and the liquor industry. It is being undertaken 
after extensive public comment and after a sociologist 
and two physicians who specialize in this field reviewed 
the evidence and made recommendations. 

At_a press, conference, Richard Davis, an assistant 
secretary of the Treasury, said that some. people favor a 
warning label on wine and liquor bottles, but that the 
public comments his agency received indicate that more 
are opposed. For this reason, a warning label will be con- 
sidered only if the public information campaign fails to 
make women aware of the problem, he said.

To be over 75 and to be 
old are not synonymous 
phrases. People over 75 
work, entertain themselves 
and enjoy life in much the 
same way as do people 
much younger. 

Judge Perry ’B. Jackson, 
who is 83 years old, serves 
the Cleveland Municipal 
Court as a visiting judge. 

He was a 1919 graduate 
of Adelbert College, and he 
graduated from the West- 
ern Reserve Law School in 
1922. 

“They gave me space 
with a roll-top desk. There 
were only a few colored 
lawyers known to me, and | 
got into an office with two. 
There were no such things 
as law firms. It was just 
practicing together with 
other lawyers.” 

He began practice at a 
time ‘when black lawyers 
were few and jobs for them 
were scarce. But, he has 
always concerned himself 
with community service 
and the future of black 
enterprise. 

Judge Jackson is cur- 
rently in many social and 
civic organizations. He is a 
life trustee of the YMCA, a 
Board of Trustee member 
of the Goodwill Industry, a 
member of the Case 
Western Reserve Uni- 
versity School of Applied 
Social Sciences Visiting 
Committee, a member of 
the Republican Club, a 
member of the National 
and American Bar Associ- 
ation, and an honorary 
member of the Cleveland 
Council-of the Board of 
Trustees, to include only a 
few organizations in which 
he participates. 

Judge Jackson is -con- 
currently compiling mem- 
oirs for a book and keeping 
himself up-to-date on law 
publications and develop- 
ments, 

As a favorite anecdote, 
Judge Jackson tells of how 
Carl Stokes once asked 
him how he could get a 
good majority vote in an 
up-coming election. ‘|

The Middle East, 
Jews And Negroes 


Throughout my public career | have consistently , 
adhered to the belief that all citizens-black, white, yellow. * 
brown and ted-men and women-young and old-have a 
Constitutional right and a moral obligation to be knowl- . 
edgeable about, and involved with, foreign policy issues, | 
especially those which pertain fo peace, justice and * 
human freedom, 

| have always been critical of those in the foreign policy 
establishment who demand blind conformity to govern- 
ment policies, and then condemn any citizen or group 
who dare to challenge those policies. 

When Martin Luther King, Jr. put the weight of his moral 
authority behind the protests of the peace groups and 
concerned students speaking out against our illegal, 
immoral and insane involvement in Southeast Asia, 
nobody challenged his critical analysis of the situation. 

What was challenged-and condemned-was his right as 
a Black American to speak out on foreign policy. Never 
forget that it was he-and others in this minority of 
conscience-that finally forced a significant change in 
American foreign policy in Southeast Asia 

In this context, the resolution of the problems of the 
Middle East must not be allowed to degenerate into an 
emotion-laden confrontation between Jews and blacksin 
America. We must not allow the divérgence of views on 
the Middle East to become the source of bitter 
divisiveness. 

We must rid ourselves of the notion that there are mono- 
lithic positions on these complex issues There is no 
monolithic black viewpoint on this issue, There is no 
monolithic Jewish position on this issue 

The historic coalition between blacks and Jews in 
America, dating back to the formation of the NAAGP. in 
1909, and predicated on a crusade for justice and equality 
for all, must survive 

It must rise above, and go beyond, the differences of the 
present and the recent past-whether it be on the question 
of affirmative action and the Bakke decision-or a peaceful 
long-term solution to the struggle in the Middle East, one 
which guarantees the integrity of Israel and justice, 
human rights and true self-determination for all the Pales- 
tinian people. 

The resolution of the Middle East issues must be 
addressed in human terms, and not solely in geopolitical 
terms. here in America or in the Middle East It is not the 
Jews or the Arabs who are responsible for the energy 
crisis in America : 

That crisis is primarily dueto the’ ‘ation of sup- 
plies and prices by the multinationa. uv. « .' panies and 
our own wasteful consumption habits. The black search 
for peace in the Middle Eas! -s not an expression of anti- 
Semitism. but a profound statement about our concern 
for fundamental human rights everywhere. 

The basic issue in the Middle East is the absence of 
peace. It is this situation which perpetuates and exacer 
bates the mutual suffering of all the people in that area 
These are especially the innocent Israelis living in fear 
that their loved ones might be the next victims of a terror- 
ist assault, impoverished Palestinians exiled fron a tradi- 
tional homeland and herded intu sy 1" °.gee camps 
or relocated into occupied territories ruled by a conquer 
ing army, and the residents of Southern Lebanon who are 
the constant targets of incessant Israeli air attacks. 

| do not pretend to have the solution to the problems 
but | am firmly convinced that a peaceful resolution can 
only be achieved when all parties to this tragic conflict are 
brought to the negotiating table 

| am convinced that Ambassador Andrew Young's 
efforts were directed toward such a solution. However, he 
was not alone in this line of approach. During the same 
period that Ambassador Young was meeting with the PLO 
representative at the U.N., the U.S. Ambassador to Aus- 
tria, Mr. Milton Wolf (a prominent Jewish-American busi- 
nessman) was meeting with PLO representatives in. 
Vienna. 

In Israel, Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan apparently 
shared the same view, if one is to judge by his personal 
contacts with PLO leaders residing on the West Bank.
